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DURING THE PAST FEW YEARS 


.. an attempt has been made to straighten out the 
record keeping of the Selectmen’s Office, and to make 
up a Town Report which is correct—and fairly easy to 
understand. 


We have been able to wire the Town Hall for elec- 
tricity,—to reconstruct the voting booths so that they 
are now legal,—and to make it possible to bring the 
Selectmen out into the open hall during the condu:t 
of the Annual Meeting. The Ladies have come forward 
with the custom of serving a good hot luncheon at noon 


on Town Meeting Day, at the Vestry. This is appre- 
ciated. 


There are a few more things which need to be 
done to the Town Hall and to Town procedure. 


The office in the Town Hall should be made prac- 
tical, by installing an electric heater (we pay for more 
current than we use) and by making suitable shelves 
for books and supplies used by the Selectmen. When 
this is done the Selectmen should be required to meet 
regularly at certain times at the Town House, and to 
keep their records there, and do their business there. 
How else can the Town ever be run on a business-like 
basis ? 


The old hearse room in the Town Shed should be 
made into a storage room for records which now are 
stored over the ceiling in the Town Hall,—a procedure 
of long standing, which has become unsafe. This attic 
over the Hall should be cleaned out, the roof inspected 
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for leaks, and the chimney inspected for safety. The 
buildings deserve to be painted. 


Our Town is fortunate in having a thoroughly cap- 
able Town Clerk and Treasurer, and Tax Collector. The 
Selectmen are honest Gentlemen too—and have more 
sense than some of you think! 


The Town is meeting conditions which call for 
forward thinking and planning. This has come about 
by changed values,—a changed dollar,—changed liv- 
ing habits and working conditions,— increased de- 
mands for more and better Town services,—and new 
residents coming to Town. Although the School Dis- 
trict is entirely separate from the Selectmen’s affairs, 
we believe that more people should take an active in- 
terest in trying to understand the School Board’s Bud- 
get and methods of administration. Supt. Rollins’ last 
school report seems to imply that the people of Thorn- 
ton think more about road construction, etc., than they 
do about the education of their children. Unfortunately, 
money alone will never improve our schools. 


The State Tax Commission has announced its in- 
tention of sending an Assessor into Town to inspect 
and appraise, (with the Selectmen) property compris- 
ing a certain percentage of the total Town valuation. 
They believe that property values are definitely on a 
higher plane, and are not apt to return to previous 
levels. 


A complete re-valuation job is in prospect, and 
should be welcome,—having in mind the readjustment 
of inequalities wherever possible within the Town,— 
and equalizing values within the region as a whole.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Thornton School Board: 


My annual report is herewith submitted for your 
consideration and for the information of Thornton peo- 
ple as a whole. It contains a minimum of statistical ma- 
terial but discusses in considerable detail those items 
that may be of general public interest. 


The success of our schools is due more to the faith- 
ful and effective work of the teachers than to any 
other single influence. We have been fortunate in being 
able to retain the services of three local women who 
have direct interest in the children of the town. If it 
had been our misfortune to duplicate the experience of 
towns whose schools have suffered from teaching of 
questionable quality and have been interrupted by fre- 
quent replacement of teachers, we should all have been 
losers. It is the hope of your superintendent that re- 
placements in Thornton may be long deferred. 


The people of this town have taken a most com- 
mendable step forward in providing almost universal 
school transportation. It seems to me entirely fitting 
and proper to place around children every reasonable 
safeguard against the hazards of present day traffic 
on the highway. Health and safety no longer depend on 
physical ability to walk specified distances. It is a tri- 
bute to Thornton taxpayers that this additional finan- 
cial obligation is so willingly assumed. 


There is another question that should be presented 
and discussed for the purpose of giving information 
more than of offering criticism. However, the situation 
should be correctly adjusted as early as possible. I refer 
to the accumulated balance of previous appropriations 
not yet paid into the school district treasury by the 
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Selectmen. Through the years it seems to have become 
a custom to withhold any money not actually required 
for school purposes. Such procedure is contrary to law. 
School districts are financial entities entirely apart 
from the town in which they are organized. When an 
appropriation has been voted by the school district and 
certified to the Selectmen, it is the duty of that board 
to pay the full amount to the district treasurer. Any 
unexpended balance at the end of a fiscal year is proper- 
ly accounted for by the school board in budgeting for 
the next year. The accumulated balance due the school 
district and reported to the Tax Commission as of June 
30, 1950 now amounts to $2761.15. On June 30, 1945 
the amount due from the town was $1251.61. 


While we have had only a short experience with 
oil heat in West Thornton the satisfactory results seem 
to point to the desirability of similar installations in 
the other two schools when financial provision can be 
made. By eliminating daily fire building it should be 
easier to obtain janitor service than has often been the 
case over a period of years. Greater comfort for all 
schools could be had with only a slight increase in cost. 


The next Thornton budget may well make provi- 
sion for the erection of playground equipment at each 
school. If material were made available by the district, 
perhaps interested parents might contribute time and 
labor to build swings and _ teeter-boards. Commercial 
playground equipment is too costly for us to buy and 
would serve no better purpose than locally built pieces. 


The sale of unused school buildings should be put 
through as soon as possible in order to have the money 
for school use and to avoid further maintenance ex- 
pense on property no longer needed for school purposes. 
Proceeds from such sale could, if so decided by the 
school board, be used as required for oil heating and 
playgrounds. 


Equalization of school enrollments was partially 
accomplished by the transfer of some pupils from the 
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Center to Mad River. This added to the Mad River 
transportation route but took enough away from the 
Center route so that a single vehicle now transport3 
pupils on both sides of the river for whom two trans- 
porters were formerly employed. 


Full cooperation of parents, teachers, and the 
School Board has contributed to the smooth and effec- 
tive operation of our schools. To all of them my sincere 
thanks are here extended.
